.Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . 

On receiving information, on the morning of the 8th Febru- 
ary 1963 that a gang of some forrv hosriles, armed with 
grenades and rifles, had assembled in a ravine between vil- 
lages Kadima anti Viawema in Nagaland. preparatory to 
raiding Viawema to extort monev from its inhabitants, the 
area Detachment Commander of the VII Battalion of the 
Central Reserve Police mobilised a patrol of abput fifty men 
and hastened to Viswcma to deal with the gang. 

On arrival at the ravine, the patrol fanned out and advance- 
rd rautiouslv in three-pronged formation on the hostile*. 
The latter ooened fire on the left column of the patrol. The 
fire was returned and while it continued the hostile* using 
the cover in the ravine started to withdraw. Anticipating 
this manoeuvre, Jemadar Mam Chand Soam. who was lead- 
ing the centre column of the patrol, jumped into the ravine 
with his men and pursued the hostile* Almost immediately, 
a hostile bullet pieued Jemadar Soam’s chest passing right 
through hi in Ah hough "grievously wounded, jemadar Soam 

continued to lead his column unfalteringly, with undiminished 
courage and circumspection. Quirhlv appreciating that the 
h os tiles would soon pass out of liHe ranvc, he exchanged his 
rifle for a light machine gun carried bv a sepoy behind him 
and despite the seriousness of his injiiTv continued to fire 
for nearly half an hour at the withdrawing hostile* with 
great determination and precision. As a result of his action 
Zavilhou, the notorious leader of the gang, was seriously 
wounded and captured along with other members of ifif 


gang; and rifles ammunition, equipment and important docu- 
ments seized. When the action ended Jemadar Soam insisted 
on marching back to camp with the patrol but collapsed tn 
route and was carried to the Military Hospital at Kohima 
where he is progressing. 

In this encounter Jemadar Mam Chand Soam exhibited 
exemplary leadership, courage and devotion to duty of the 
highesr order at great risk to his own life. 

2 . This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of 
the rules governing the award of the President's Police and 
Firr Services Medal and consequently carries with it the 
special allowance admissible to officers of and below the 
rank of Inspector of Police as provided In rule 5 with effect 
from the 8th February 1963 .

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 9th April 1963 

No. 9(2) /62-Salt.— In supersession of this Ministry’s Resolu* 
tion No. 9 (5) /59-Salt, dated the 26th August, 1960, the 
Government of India have decided to reconstitute the Central 
and Regional Advisory Boards for Salt. The functions of the 
Central Board will be to advise the Government of I ndia 
on the administration of the proceeds of the salt cess levied 
under section 3 of the Salt Cess Act, 1953, and to make recom- 
mendations generally for measures conducive to the develop- 
ment of the salt industry, e.g. 

(i) establishment and maintenance of research stations, 

model farms and salt factories; 

(ii) fixing the grades of salt and improving its quality; 

(iii) development of exports;

No. 6-PG(&2)/62— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Cochin for the 
year 1961-62, The salient features of the Report are given 
below;— 

(1) Financial Results:— 

(a) Port Fund— The Revenue Receipts of the port (cy 
eluding the Pilotage Account) during the year were 
Rs. 130-16 lakhs as compared with Rs. 12T67 lakhs 
during J9G0-G1, The rise in income was due to in- 
crease in receipts from Wet Docks and Wharves 
and lands and buildings. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilot- 
age Account and contributions to Reserve Funds and 
Capital Account) during the vear under review 
was Rs. 119-63 lakhs as against Rs. 95-77 lakhs in 
1960-61, The increase in expenditure during the year 
under report was mainly dur to increase in general 
and debt charges and the expenditure on Wet Docks, 
and Wharves, 

A contribution of Rs. 60 lakhs was made to the Capital 
Account and the following contributions were made 
to the various Reserve Funds:—

(b) Pilotage Account .— The gross income and expendi- 
ture during 1961-62 were Rs. 6*28 lakhs and Rs. 
5-39 lakhs respectively, resulting in a surplus of Rs. 
0-89 lakhs as against a deficit of Rs, 1-49 lakhs in 
1960 61. 

(C) Reserve Funds ,— The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at die end of the year 
was satisfactory, 

*d'i D*bt .— The aggregate of debt charges during the vear 
under review amounted to Rs. 7L74 lakhs as against 
Rs. 22-25 lakhs in ihr preceding year. The

The outstanding debt of the 
port at the close of the financial year stood at about. 


Rs. 336 lakhs out of which a sum of Rs, 275 laklis 
was due to the Government of India and the balance 
to the Government of Kerala. 

(2) Traffic:— 

(a) Trade— The total dead weight tonnage of imports 
which passed through the port during the year 1901- 
62 was 18-78 lakhs tonnes as against 16-21 lakh ton- 
nes in the previous year, registering an increase of 
2*57 lakh tonnes or 15-81 per cent. The increase 
was mainly in rice, paddy, other grains and pulses, 
eashewnuts, sugar, salt, cotton raw, manures, provi- 
sions and spices. Coal, machinery hardware, etc., oil 
seeds, including copra and groundnuts, and oil cakes 
showed decreases, 

The exports during the year 1961-62 amounted to 408 
lakh tonnes showing an increase of 0-20 lakh tonnes 
compared with the previous year. The increase was 
mainly in the exports of coir produce, eashewnuts 
and kernels, coconut, cement, copra, coconut oil, 
cotton, waste, prawns, cashew shell liquid. Tea and 
mineral sand and ore showed slight decreases. 

(b) Passenger Traffic .— The total number of passengers 
who embarked and disembarked during the year 
under review was 2601 and 1400 as against 2487 and 
1418 respectively during the previous year. 

ft) Shipping .— The number of vessels, excluding sailing 
vessels, which entered the port during 1961-62 was 
1342 with a tonnage of 43-10 lakhs. The correspond- 
ing figures for the previous year were 1337 vessels 
and 42-84 lakh tons, 120 sailing vessels with a 
tonnage of about 14,600 visited the port during the 
year as against M4 with a tonnage of about 15,000 
during 1960-61. 

S.S. "President Coolidge." of 563' 8" was the longest, Steam 
Tanker "flam il ton” of 13,315 ton* gToss wai the 
biggest, and Steam Tanker "Bel Mare" of 3D 2" draft 
the deepest merchant vessel that entered the port 
during the year. 

(3) Labour:— 

The amenities already provided such as library and read- 
ing room, indoor and outdoor games, medical aid, 
etc., were continued as usual. These amenities ap- 
plied to the porterage labour also. 

(4) Capital Works: — 

The work of construction of four additional wharf berths 
in the Ernakulam channel with ancillary facilities, 
which started in April 1955, had made substantial 
progress. Besides, a number of staff quarters were 
either completed or are in various stages of progress. 
The construction of an Extension to the Cochin Port 
Hospital on Willingdon Island and work on provision 
of land surface on the existing wharf between the 
transit sheds and the warf front with concrete 
slabs were progress. 

(5) Amenities to Staff:— 

The number of scholarships granted to the children of 
the port employees was increased from 40 to 66 dur- 
ing the year under review,

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour and Employ- 
ment, by its Order No. 4/38-61 LRII dated 1st June IP il, re- 
ferred, under Section 3GA of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, as a doubt had arisen as to the correct interpretation 
of the award between the parties published in the Gazette of 
India, Part II, Section 3 dated 17th March 1956, the following 
question for decision by this Tribunal:— 

"Whether the award of the Industrial Tribunal, Dham 
bad in the Industrial dispute between tlje employers 
in relation to the Jhagrakhand Collieries and their 
workmen is applicable to the daily -rated workers," 

2. The Workmen filed their written statement on 14th 
July, 1961 and the Employers filed their rejoinder, in reply, 
on 16th August 1961, 

3. Before the reference could be decided by this Tribunal, 
the Management took the matter to the Hoti'ble High Court 
at Punjab for quashing the reference and thereafter to the 
Hon’blc High Court at Patna but It is not nccessaiy to men- 
tion in detail the various steps taken by the management, 

4. During the pendency of the Writ Application in the 
Hon’ble High Court at Patna in M. J, C. 492 of 1962, on 2nd 
March 1963 the parties filed a petition, along with the terms 
of compromise between them praying for permission to with- 
draw the said application and the Hon'bJe High Court by its 
Order dated 2nd March 1963 was pleased to permit with- 
drawal of the said case. A copy of the said order was re- 
ceived by this Tribunal on 9th March 1963. 

5* On 14th March 1963 both the par Lies sent a joint peti- 
tion, along with the original agreement arrived at between 
the parties, praying to accept the agreement and pass an 
award in terms thereof. 

6. In these circumstances, the reference is disposed of in 
terms of the settlement which is marked Annexurc 'A* and 
made a part of this award, as prayed for by the parties. 

7. This is my award which I make and submit to the 
Government of India, under Section 15 of the Act.

TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 

1. The parties agTre that in view of National Emergency 
It is desirable to settle all disputes and differences amicably 
and focus their attention towards increasing production of 
Coal. 

2. To achieve the aforesaid objective the parties agTec that 
all outstanding disputes pending as on 10th January 1963, 
before the Hon'ble Supreme Court, High Courts, Industrial 
Tribunal or other Authorities under the Industrial Disputes 
Act. be fully and finally settled on the terms mentioned here- 
inafter and that there will be no further liabilities on the 
Company to make any payments incidental thereto or other- 
wise. 

3. The disputes settled by the Agreement Include the fol- 
lowing:— 

(i) Award of the Central Government Industrial Tribu- 
nal, NagpuT at Bombay i n Reference (CGTT) No. 9 
of 1957, against which Civil Appeal No. 71 of 1962 
is pending before the Hon'ble Supreme Court of 
India. 
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(ii) Award of the Central Government Industrial Tribu- 
nal, Nagpur at Bombay in Reference (CGIT) No. 13 
of 1957, against which Civil Appeal No, 447 of 1962 
is pending before the Hon’ble Supreme Court of 
India* 

fiii) Awartl of the Central Government, Industrial Trh 
hunal, Dhanbad in Reference No. 73 of 1961 against 
which Special Leave (o appeal has been granted to 
the Company by the Hon'ble Supreme Court under 
Special l.eavc Petition No. 856 of 1962, 

(iv) Dispute regarding proper implementation of the 
judgement of Lhe Supreme Court in Company's Civil 
Appeals No. 88 of 1958 and No. 40 of 1959 from the 
Award in Reference No, 11 of 1955 which were com' 
binedly disposed of by the Hon‘ble Supreme Court 
by its decision dated 15th February I960. 

(v) Reference No. 39 of 1961 pending before Central 
Government Industrial Tribunal, Dhanbad and against 
which Company has gone in Writ petition before 
Hon’ble Punjab High Court and Hon'ble Patna 
High Court for necessary relief, 

4. In consideration of this settlement the Company agrees 
to pay to the workmen concerned a lump sum of Rs, 
5,00,000/* (Rupees five lakhs) in full and final settlement of 
all disputes and claims as hereinbefore stated. 

5. The amount agreed and stated in the immediately pre- 
ceding clause will cover all liabilities of the Company of 
whatsoever nature under any statute or agreement In force 
including the contributions to the Provident Fund as em- 
ployer under Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme. In case 
such liability arises, the amount mentioned in para 4 will 
be decreased to the exLent of the liabilities, 

6. Tile Federation shall work out details of payment and 
prepare a list of the workers entitled to payment in consulta- 
tion with the Management. The list so made shall be sub- 
mitted to the Management three months before the date 
of payments mentioned in para 8 below, 

7. The amount equivalent to 10 per cent of the payments 
to be made under the Agreement will be earmarked for the 
welfare of workmen and deducted from the payments under 
this Agreement for purposes of contribution to the Welfare 
Fund of the said Federation. This amount will be paid by 
1st September 1963. 

8. The balance of amount mentioned in para 4, after mak- 
ing payment as per para 7 and subject to para 5, If necessary, 
shall be paid in the following manner;— 

Rs 2,23,000/- , , . , 1st March 1964. 

Rs. 1,25,000/- 1st July 1961 

Rs. 1,00,000/- .. .. 1st March 1965, 

9. The parties agree that this agreement along with peti- 
tion signed jointly by the parties if necessary, should be sub- 
mitted within one month from date hereof to the Hon'ble 
Supreme CourL/lIon'ble High Co arts /Industrial Tribunal, 
Dhanbad, as necessary, with the prayer that the cases be 
disposed of in terms of this Agreement. This Agreement 
shall become binding only when it has been accepted by the 
aforesaid Courts and Tribunal and judgments and award 
have been given by them respectively, In terms thereof. 

10. It is agreed that the parties will hear their own costs. 

IL It Is agreed that no further disputes would be raised 
in future as off shoots or out of demands incidental to the 
disputes mentioned in paragraph 3 above.
